Begin-Reagan meeting 
seen unlikely now

TEL AVIV. ~ The municipality 
will be unable to provide Its nor- 
mal services today because 
some 10,000 of its employees are 
striking against the city's 
failure to pay their salaries on 
time mon^ after month. 

The stoppage Is taking place 
despite on undertaking by the 
Treasury on Friday afternoon to 
provide Tel Aviv with the lS82m. 
needed to pay October's wage hlU. 

The funds were promised after 
Prime Minister Begin interceded 
with Finance Minister Ylgoel Hur- 
vltz. 

(It is possible that the funds will 
not reach the MunteipoUty. because 
the bonks will put their hands on it 
to cover Tel Aviv's ISTOm. over- 
draft, it was learned from Treasury 
sources In Jerusalem.! 

Minister of Interior Tosef Burg 
hinted on Friday that the strike was 
politically Inspired by the Labour 
Alignment. 

Hardships caused to Tel Aviv 
residents may be partly alleviated 
by some 500 employees who were 
due to receive baek-to-worfc orders 
over the weekend. The emergency 
regulations enabling Mayor Shlomo 
Lohat to Issue such o^era were 
signed Binrg in Jerusalem last 
night. 


Lahat said that he was prepared 
to Increase municipal taxes by 25-30 
per cent. He added that the finance 

and interior ministries insisted on 
higher le\ies. 

The city's workers actually 
started striking at 2 p.m. on Friday, 
but for most of them, the work week 
was over in any case. However, 
men who were supposed to clean 
the Carmel and Hatikva markets, 
hospitals and hotels left their 
brooms in the storage rooms and 
the garbage trucks in the parking 
lot. 

The strike will be felt this mor- 
ning when streets will not be clean- 
ed and garbage cans left to 
overflow. 

It may be difficult to get around 
town, l^ause only one team of 
workers will be at hand to repair 
traffic lights. Some 15 to 20 traffic 
lights break down daily, Lahat told 
reporters yesterday evening. 

Schools will be disrupted too. 
elementary school teachers are 
government employees and will be 
at work, but the janitors and 
secretaries are municipal 
employees and will strike. High 
school teachers said they will hold 
protest meetings. Kindergarten 
teachers will not strike, but their 
assistants ulll.

Doctors to meet employers 
for pay negotiatioiis today 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The bead of the 
brael Medical Aaroclatlon (IMA) 
does not know if docton are honour- 
ing the labour court Injunction 
ordering them to etop sanctions, 
because the docton at some of the 
country's hospitals are acting In- 
dependently. 

IMA chairman Dr. Roxnl Tlshal 
said yesterday that the docton are 
now willing to slipi a labour con- 
tract in line with the government's 
general irage policy if several of 
their other conditions are met — ea- 
peclally fairing more doctors. 

The Jerusalem Regional Labour 
Court issued an liijunetlon last 
Thursday nig^it ordering the doc- 
ton to stop the wildcat sanctions 
they had adopted in several of the 
countries hospitals after last 
Tuesday's 2e-hour strike. These 
sanctions had taken the form of 
referiing too mimy patienta to 
hospital and overflovrtng the wards.* 

Dr. Tlshal said he had im- 
mediately asked tbe varlous-worin 
committees, who had initiated the 
sanctions on their own initiative, to 
stop. Kit It la hard to Judge if this 
request was honoured, since the 
wmks committees claim that they 
never carried out sanctions in the 
first plstoe. 

R 6 d 80 is difficult to Judge from 
the hospitals themselves, since 


there is generally lesa.pressure for 
hospitalization over the week-ends. 
Dr. Boleslaw Goldman, deputy 
medical director of the Sheba 
hospital at Tel Hashomer, thought 
there was some improvement, hut 
added that the occupancy rate waa 
220 per cenL 

Tbe doctors are to meet today in 
Jenisadem with the. employera to 
continue negotlationa. IMA 
representatives will anwar at the 
Jerusalem Labour Court 
t o morro w to ask fOr the cancella- 
tion of Thuraday ni^'s injunction. 

Dr. Tlshal said that the main 
problems to be discussed today In 
addition to the wage hike the doc- 
tors want is imtreering the slae of 
the medical staffs la tte hospitals, 
and reorganizing tbe. country's 
medical system. 

Dr. Tlshal believes hospitals 
should increase the number of stall 
docton by 2S per cent "On one ' 
band, we have unen^oyed docton :

said. 

The docton are alao demanding 
the introduction of a new grading

Two men, woman suspected 
of Bnei Brak bank heist 


TESL AVIV (Itim). — • Two men 
a woman who police say are 
members of a gang responsible for 
several bank robberies in the Tel 
Aviv area dzirli^ Uie past six 
months were remanded in police 
custody by a magistrate here on 
Friday. 


The last robbery allegedly com- 
mitted Ity the gang was at Poalei 
Agudat Ylsrael Bank on Bnel 
Brak's R^ov Hazon last Wednes- 
day. Police claim that part of the 
IS3.400 allegedly found In Ruth 
Sasson’s flat In a Jerusalem student 
hostel has been definitely Identified 
as money stolen from the Bnel Brak 
bank. 

Ruth Sasson, who was ordered 
held for five daye, was, according 
to the police, a member of the gang 
and a friend of Its leader, Shlomo 
Mann. Police found Mann in 
Sasaon's flat after questioning 
Mann's wife about the Chrysler 
registered in her name which was 
allegedly used as a getaway car 
from the Bnei Brak bonk. 

Shortly after the robbery police 
saw the Chrysler drive off vdth 
three people Inside It, but could not 
catch the ear. 

Mann, who has served a alx-yecu: 
teraa for a bank robbery In Tel A«iv 
10 years ago, denied any connection 
to the Bnel Brak case In court here 
on Friday. But Judge David Steln- 
matz, 4ifter examining restricted 
material shown to him by the police 
representative in court, oxdered 
Mann held (or 10 days. 

• The third suspect ordered held on 
suspicion of membership in the 
gang was Ylsrael Masember, 
whom the Judge said waa described 
by the clasairied material as a 


helper of Mann's. He was ordered 
remanded tor five days. 

Police have reportedly arrested 
another four persons, all residents 
of lUshon. Leston, suspected of com- 
plicity In the robbery. 

Also <m Friday, another bonk was 
held up in Tel Aviv. Four men bran- 
dishing pistols and masked tritfa 
nylon stockli^ pulled over their 
heads walked Into alvaneh of Bank 
Eupat Aliya on Tel Aviv's Rebov 
Salameh yelling "this is a 
robbery.” 

Police sadd they crowded the 
clerks and clients into a corner and 
one of the robbers hit cashier 
Moshe Slmhonl, 44, on the head with 
a pistol butt — apparently because 
he suspected Slmhonl waa trying to 
set off an alarm belL 

PoUee said the robbers tried to 
ppm the safe with keys they found 
on the cashier'a desk. But since the 
sate Is equipped with a lO-minute 
deUiy mechanism the robbers pick- 
ed up 1S18,451 they found on the 
clerka’ desks and ran out of the 
bank.

Russian immigrants in Haifa 
call suicide probe a ‘farce’

Jemsalem Pest Beperter 
HAIFA. — Repreaeiitatlvea of the 
170 Russian immigrants living in 
the local Abba Khoushy abamptlon 
centre charged ever the weekend 
that the recently completed Jewish 
Agency probe into tM suicide of 
Arkady Zltserman was "a farce.** 
They claimed that the Agency from 
the outset had not wanted to un* 
cover the truth. 

"It set up a make.beUeve com- 
mittee to carry out a make-beUeve 
investigation." they charg^. 

"The committee may have fooled 
others, but not us. because we know 
what really happened." they told 
The Jerusoiefti Poef. 

The representatives Imve a long 
list of eomplalnta against the com- 
mittee. They ctolm that it visited 
the centre only once for a few 
hours. It totervle%vcd only some 
seven persona, not the 30 It 
reported. None of these seven even 
knew Zltxerman. 

The representatives further 
charge that the totervlewa were 
held in the eariy afternoon when 
moat immigrants were away at 


work. 

In addltiim. they charge that 
these seen by the eommittee were 
intmwiewed one rt a time and the 
centre director was present 
tiiroughout. When an Interviewee 
left the room, the director "inter- 
preted** what they had aald ter the 
committee. 

TIm Agency eommittee. beaded 
by retired UaxCsemobllaky. 
concluded that Zltserman had a 
“strange and disordered per- 
aonallty** and that the elr- 
eumstaneea "would not have led a 
normal person to sulelde." 

T%e eommittee also added that 
the centre's staff did more than was 
required of them to help Zltserman 
and cannot In any way be blamed 
for his death. 

But the immigranta* represen- 
tatives diaagree. They claim that 
the staff did nothing to help him and 
that .they showed no understanding 
of fUis cox^Uoa. 

The representatives also denied 
that thoM interviewed had praised 
the centre's director. On the con- 
trary, he waa “totally unfit" to 
work with Ruarian Immigrants.

HAIFA. - The Jewlsh-Arab 
Ansoclation for Understanding bss 
called on IsrscU Arabs to boycott 
pil political mcatiBga orfaBisfd by 
nuflekl Arab groups, la an apparent 
rrieranee to a pro-PX/> conference 
seheduictf for next month in 
Nasareth. 

A leaflet the group dtotributed on 
Wednesday both tn Arabic and in 
Hebrew warned tltot the radicals’ 
exploitation of "the painful 
problema of the Arab peculation*' 
would lead to the radicaltoatlon of 
the Jewiah population, and would 
undermine confidence between the 
two peoples. 

But (he group alw accufed toe 
government of having failed to 
solve the Arabs' problems and ease 
their bitterness. 

The association waa eatobUshed 
by a group of Jews headed by MK 
Annon Linn (Ukud-La'am) and by 
an Arab group led by Salim Jubran, 
the Haifa Labour Council advisor 
on Arab affairs. Linn has been a 
hard-liner on policy toward Arab 
radleaU. 

Meanwhile, another new social 
and cultural organtoation founded 
by Jewish. Druse, Moslem and 
Chrtallan leaders in Western 
Galilee plana to promote understan- 
ding between the different eom- 
munltlea in the area, even though 
one of Its organizers eencedes that 
many Jews wou!d be happy if there 
were no Arabs in the Galilee 
the Arabs overjoyed if they were 
not included In the Jewtoh state. 


But former Knesset member 
David Coren of Kibbuls Qeaher 
Hasiv says that both Jewa and 
Arabs must understand that they 
live In close proximity and their 
offspring will continue to do so. The 
question is how; in a tense and 
mutually fusplelous atmosphere or 
with the feelings that the newly 
founded "Circle for Understanding 
and Good Nciriibeurly Relations" 
wants to promote. 

Coren founded the elrele with 
Hussein Assadi of Delr el-Asad. Ho 
said at the organization's first 
meeting at Shave! Zion near 
Nahariya that there are 160,000 
Arabs and 83,000 Jews in the 
Western Galilee and the proportion 
will not change even if many 
thousands of Jews are settled In the 
area because of the higher Arab 
birthrate. 

There are hard feelings in Arab 
villages now, he said, la Coran'a 
views the problem Is not dis- 
crimination .against Arabs In 
allocation of government funds and 

jobs, but a feeling of diserlmlnt- 
tion. 

Conceding, however, that there to 
more than a core of Juseice In many 
of the Arabs* claims, Coren wants 
to repel what he calls hostile 
propaganda by explaining how 
much money has been spent on 
schools and planning in Arab 
villages.

PM’s adviser tells leaders 
of latest gov’t aid to Arabs

HAIFA. — For the first time since 
the estabitohment of the state, Arab 
villagers will be allowed to con- 
struct four-storey houses. 

The Interior Ministry has cores to 
the eoneiusioR that only high 
buildings can solve the serious 
shortage of laxtd for residential eon- 
Btruetion in Arab villages, Ben- 
jamin Gur Arye, the Prime 
Minister's Arab . affairs adviser, 
said last week. 

Villagers had offletolly not been 
allowed to buUd higher than one 
storey, in order to preserve the 
tillage character. 

In an address to Arab leaders. 
Gur Arye said that teams of 
engineers recently started prepar- 
ing town plana for all Arab villages. 
In an effort that to to take one year. 
The government will cover ell the 
project expenaee, with I32.5m. 
allocated to villages la the 
Triangle. 

Gur Arye also said that four Arab 
quartern have been included in an 
urban renewal .plan. In HaiianltO 
new flats will be built for Arab 
residents. Also, some old bulkUngs 
In danger of collapse will be 
demoUsbed or renovated in the 
project, which to expexfted to run 
one and a half srears. 

The Education Ministry has 
allocated 87 per cent of Ita develop- 
ment budget for eoastruetlng 
schoolhouses and xdassroozns for 
the Arab population, whose birth 


rate to as much as 8.5 times that of 
Jews. 

But Cur Arye noted that the 
government recently engaged 26 
Arab university graduates as social 
workers In the Arab villages. 

"It was not so easy to take on 
Arab employees at the time when 
the government cut vital servleea," 
he told the audience. 

TTie Premier's adviser assured 
the dignitaries that all 
governments have regarded the 
toraeli Arabs as equal elttoena. He 
aoserted that radical groups have 
recently tried to nndermlne the 
relatione between the two' peoples 
by giving public support to the 
PLO. 

"Israel cannot stand idle and 
must take legal steps against those 
who Intend to undermine the good 
relations between Jews and Arabs. 
Israeli Arabs have to understand 
that any massive support for the 
radical groups will not be in their 
interest." Gur Arye warned. 

But the Arab dignUaxies main- 
talned that the government has not

Iraqis 
keep up 
pressure 
on Abadan 

BAGHDAD. — Columns of Iraqi ar- 
mour were yesterday reported 
moving towards Khocramshahr, 
apparent^ building up for a major 
assault on the Iranian oil port ci^ 
of Ab^an, Iraq's main military 
objective since the Persian .Gulf, 
war began. 

Iraq yesterday claimed it cap- 
tured 41 Iranian patrol boats and a 
naval base near Abadan. But Iran 
said Its forces killed hundreds of 
Iraqis on the 48th day of the Gulf 
war. 

For the first time In more than 
two weeks, Iran said It bombed the 
refinery outside Iraq’s northern 
city of Kirkuk. 

Iraq reported that two Iranian 
gunboats were sunk in the Shatt al* 
Arab, an oil tanker set ablase, and 
quantities of arms and ammunition 
destroyed in fighting oveml^t and 
early yesterday in the Persian Gulf 
war. 

Iran admitted Abadan came un- 
der heavy artillery Are Friday 
ni^t and yesterday. 

An Iraqi mlUta^ communique 
said the Iranian side lost 27 soldiers 
killed and armoured ears and other 
military taardwara destroyed In the 
fluting. It said the Iraqis lost ei^t 
soldiers killed and 12 military 
vehicles. 

Teheran radio reported air and 
ground attacks by Iranian 
defenders on Iraqi positions on the 
banks of the Bahmanshlr River and 
claimed Iraqi forces were forced to 
make a "tactleal withdrawal of 
several kilometres on the Abadan 
northeastern front because of 
heavy casualties.” 

Ayatollah Hussein Bfontaserl, the 
second most powerful Moslem 
reli^ous leader in Iran, Friday 
denounced the Iranian army's 
failure to break tbe long Iraqi siege 

of Abadan. 

The ayatollah's denunciation was 
just one 'Of several indications that 
the 48-day-old war was causing In- 
creasing tensions in Iran. 

Iran's Pars news agency said Ira- 
nian forces recaptured three hills 
from Iraqi troops in the northern 
sector of the 800-mlle front west of 
Kermanshah and conceded seven 
Islamic revolutionary guards were 
klUed. 

Iranian premier Mohammad All 
Rajal said In a newspaper inter- 
view that the prolongation of the 
war was in Iran's interest because 
"the Iraqi regime Is more likely to 
collapse than the Islamic regime in 
Teheran in a long-drawn-out 
conflict.'' 

He also claimed that "many Arab 
volunteers" were fighting on the 
battlefront aJcmgslde' the Iranian 
forces. 

Syrian President Bales Assad on 
'Friday cendenuied 'Ira^ pireald^ 
Saddam Hmsefn’s ngtmb for 
ing an "nnjastllled war*' n gniw* 
li^ 

Assad repudiated Hussein's 
claim that the war against Iran was 
for Iraq’s territorial rignts and the 
Arab worid's Interests as a whole. 

"Had It been for the Arabs' ssA^ 
why didn't be (Hussein) come 
forward in advance and consult 
with ns and convince ns," said 
Assad In his first public ftffBwnlt on 
the Iraqi government since the war 
broke out on September 22. "H 
would have then been Ssrria's 
natlottal duty te stand ^ the side of 
our Iraqi Arab brothen."

SYDNEY (UPI), — The govern- 
ment halted publication of the 
Sydney Morning Beraid yesterday 
in an attempt — unprecedented 
during peacetime — to prevent 
publication of a story about 
Australia's alliance with the .U.S. . 

A High Court Injunction, re- 
quested by the government, was 
served on the Sydney Morning 
Serald and the lifolhourne Age, 
preventing publication of tbe arti- 
cle. 

The Sydney Morning' Berdld had 
already gone to press with Its eariy 
editions and more than 140.00io 
copies were published before the In- 
Jui^on halted the presses. In late 
city editions, the piq>er carried a 
blank half-page with an explana- 
tion. 


The Injunction was served to pre- 
-vent publication of excerpts from a 
book dealing with the secret history 
of Australia's alUan<fe with the U.S. 
Tbe book, entitled Documenta.on 
AustraHan Defence and Foreign 
Policy 2968-78 by Richard Walsh 
and George Munster, is duS to be 
published next week. 

Explaining the move, which 
observers said was 'an un- 
precedented step in peacetime.

THE IRANIANS rarely cast doubt 
on the courage of the Iraqi rank and 
file but they Insist that the

cent civUlans -- a charge echoed by 
tbelr foes. 

Iraqi reports and statements for 
domestic consumption are replete 
with references to tbe htotortcal en- 
ndty between Iraq and Iran, with 
the battle of Qadlslyeh to 635 liken- 
ed to the latest encounter between 
the old enemies. 

At Qadlslyeh, to what is now 
southern Iraq, Arab warriors 
defeated a Persian army vastly 
superior to numbers. In a battle 
wUeb led to tbe fail ed the Persian 
capital. Ctesl^n. and eventually 
the Persian Empire. 

Iraqi military communiques now 
describe the fighting as “Saddam'a 
Qadlslyeh" and few Iraqis appear 
to notice that the military line-up 
new is the exact reverse of 
Qadlslyeh: Western estimates say 
that the Iraqis outnumber their 
enemies S-l In the main combat 
zones of Khusestan. 


IN THE LONG history of Iraq and 
Iran, a battle a mere i,34S years 
ago to a relatively recent event and 
in a televised apcech laat nont^ 
Hussein told hia people that the two 
eouatriee were at each other*a 
throats long, and often, before 
Qadiiiych. 

The Iranians wanted to destroy 
Baghdad now, he said. Just os their 
forefathers had sacked Babylon in 
538 &C.E. 

The seizure of Babylon reduced 
the powerful Babylonian state — Its 
beat-known king was Nebuchadnez- 
zar to a subjugated province to a 
vast Persian Empire stretching 
from the Middle Bast to India and 
from southern Russia to Egypt. 

But the Babylonian defeat could 
not be repeated today, more than 3.- 
SOO years later, according to tbe 
Iraqi media. 

“It to inevitable for the Iraqi 
army to achieve great superiority 
over the racist Persians beesuae of 
the Justice of our cause," said a 
broadcast beamed to Khusestan to 
the sixth week of the war. “The 
Justice of the cause to coupled with 
faith, loyalty, adherence to prin- 
ciples and tbe clarity of our 
leadership's vision. 

“Victory will go to tbe Uberator- 
hero. the knight of Arabtom the eon- 
qLcror of racist Persians, our only

Seetog sunspots was almost a 
word for betog off your head — ex- 
cept that Maid Tokata dtoeovered 
that there are changes to the blood 
serum that equate with —"■y* ac- 
tivity. and tbe wretched Russian 
Tchljevaky, who linked things like 
plagues and liberal governments 
with what the sun was up to. spent 
years In Uberla for suggesting that 
social change could have more to do 
with the sun than with dialoetical 
materlaltom. 

If there was one theory that had 
to be nonsense. It was plainly 
astrology. Ho w e v er . many, radio . 
waves tbe stars may be sending us, 
It is obviously ludlerous to 
categorize them according to what 
a few old Kediterrsnesa ^epherds 


thought seme of tbe groups looked 
like. Water-carriers, Indeed! 

BUT SOME PEOPLE, notably 
Professor Smlthera of Manchester, 
have been cheeking out the Urtb 
dates of dUferent protessloss; and, 
under the banner of ehronoblology, 
diaeovered that certain birth 
months do seem to ^i^uee certain 
professional leanings. 

Me says eourly that they would no 
doubt have got a lot further sooner 
If it hadn't been tor the risk of being 
confused with all that much about 
horoscopes. 

Significant numbers of successful 
soldiers, for example, seem to have 
been born in September or 
November. 

Almost anything might turn out 
to be true after all. But there are 
two difficulties about cheerful 
admission.

Bulls run strong as shares climb 


U.S. banks fear 
“foreign invasion’

Last week’s strong upward sur^e 
in share prices amply 
demonstrated that the current 
"bull market" la far from having 
run its course. Equities barely took 
k breathing spell for the one day it 
took to get the new Supersol finan* 
cing Issue out of the way and then 
promptly continued to move to 
higher ground. 

The Supersol Issue, the first time 
•the shares of a retail food chain 
have been registered for trading on 
.the local exchange, proved again 
-that the public has cash on its 
•hands. Ihe lS37m. medium offering 
vas gobbled up. The overaubscrlp* 
fion was some 90 times the amount 
,gn offer and eventually the alloca> 
'tlon was in the order of four per 
•cent with a maximum of 89 units 
.per order. 

. Anyone fortunate enough to get 
'the maximum would have made a 
IS4] ,000 profit had he sold on Thurs^ 
day, the first day of trading. Both 
the A and B shares traded then at 
more than twice the Issue price. 
The options, part of the unit, will 
only be traded next Thursday for 
the first time. 

Industrials continued to be the 
scene of market hlgh-Jlnks. Promi- 
nent were Urdan Industries shares 


which advanced by 10 per cent a 
day fqr three consecutive sessions. 
Israel Fotrocheroieala were the 
stars of the week: on Wednesday 
the shares scored a one-day jump at 
no less than 48 per cent. 

There was demand for commer- 
cial bank shares but In spite of good 
gains throughout the week these 
could not be compared to the action 
In other groups. 

The tone of 'the market has 
assumed a highly speculative tone. 
One example of this trend is the 
movement of the Etassco ordinary 
shares. The company reported ma- 
jor losses in its annual report laeued 
in the past month. At beat, the out- 
look fdr Raaseo la limited improve^ 
ment, with little likelihood that the 
company will be in the black for the 
1980/81 fiscal year. Tet the Rasseo 
ordinary shares soared by more 
than 40 per cent last week. 

The sjMCUlatlve fever should be a 
warning signal to investors that the 
market be reaching a point 
where a m^or downward correc-. 
tlon could take place. Tet finuelal 
experts feel that the current bull 
market Is far from having reached 
a peak. An official of the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange told The 
Jenualem F^t last week that he 
believes November would be an ex- 
cellent month for shares. A bank of- 


ficial spcciaiialng in securities also 
confirmed this view. 

The Index-linked bond market 
began the month' well. The antlcipa- 
tlon of a rise in the price of fuel and 
Its eventual announcement were 
responsible for sharp rises in most 
areas of index-linked bond trading. 
The new 8 per cent fully-linked 
bonds came through with gains of 
08 much aa 9 per cent, ^e popular 
80 per cent linked .issues 'were 
ahead by margins In the order of 8 
per cent. It has been estimated tiiat 
the most recent rise in the coat of 
fuel will add 8-3 per cent to -the 
November eost-of-llvlng Index. The 
spurt in bond prices was further 
fuelled by Bank., of Israel 
economists who, are pointing out 
' that the inflation' pace, for the p^ 
three months, is running at a 190- 
160 per cent per year level. The 
current view Is that there is little 
chance of stopping inflation if the 
Treasury keeps pumping money 
Into circulation. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
reading American bankers say the 
U.S. banking industry may soon be 
swamped by a growing trend of 
takeovers by foreign competitors.

Dell becomes Israel tennis .patron

RAMAT HASHARON. . Donald

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What raises prices? 

fuel prices have gone up once again, by 25 per cent, 
thus bringing the total' fuel price rise in one month to a bloated 
42.5 per cent. The public, almost numb by now from hyperinfla- 
tion, has taken this fresh blow lying down, as though it were not 
decreed by the cabinet but actually ordained from on high. 

Ibis is, of course, what the government would like the public 
to believe. It puts the blame for the country’s economic malaise 
primarily on OPEC, whose wilfully imposed “tax" Israel, along 
with all consumers, has np choice but to absorb. There is a grain 
of truth in this allegation, but not more. OPEC is mainly respon- 
sible for the 10-20 per cent inflation in most Western countries. 
How has it come to produce a 160 per cent inflation in Israel? 

Plainly, it has not. Israel’s problem lies with the 
government's economic policy, if that’s the word for it, in- 
augurated back in November 1977 with a monetary 
“liberallBatlon" that almost overnight very nearly doubled the 
means of psyment in the economy. 

The Tressury's reply since then to the resulting runaw^ in- 
flation has been to pay Up service to budget cutting — and to put 
most of the blame on excess private ciemand. This may have 
been at least partly true for limited periods of time, but certain- 
ly not this 3rear. 

Figures released by the Central Bureau of Statistics this week 
reveal that net real wages dropped by 14 per cent during the 
first half of this year, and private consumption, largely as a 
result, dropped by 8 per cent per capiteu No such decresse in 
this economic indicator has been recorded since 1950. when the 
bureau started to measure it. 

The moral would seem to he clear. Israel’s inflation is fuelled, 
now more than ever, mainly on the cost side, for example 
through continuing direct subsidies to capital, which are aix 
times as big today as all the remaining subsidies to basic com- 
modities. Tax and other concessions would, according to- a 
reUable estimate, bring the state’s gifts to coital to a sum total 
of over ISlOb., or (In simple English) ten biUlon shekels. 

This, in large measure. Is why fuel prices must so drastically 
be rais^ eveiy so often: not because the si^ipliers wim them, but 
because the government's economic policies make that in- 
evitable. Oil irices abroad have increased less than one-third 
since^ the beginning of the year; local prices, on the other hand, 
have more than doubled. 

With present policies, the best that can be esqpected is more of 
the same.

ON JANUARY 15-17, 19S1, a dis- 
tlngulshed group of International 
penoaalltiea led by Nari-taimter 
Simon Wlesenthal, will convene for* 
mal healings In Stockholm to hear 
testimony as to the (ate of the lost 
hero of the HoloeauBt, Raoul 
Wallenberg. 

The hearings wUl be coordinated 
by the Swedish Wallenberg 
Association in conjunction with the 
International Sakharov Committee 
baaed In Copenhagen. The dates of 
the hearings colnride with the 86Ui 
anniversary of Wallenberg's dls- 
appearanee In Budapest. 

Wallenberg, a Swedish gentile, 
risked Ms life to save more than SO,- 
000 Jews In Budapest during the 
closing months of World War H. He 
was kidnapped and incarcerated by 
the Soviets in 1945. The Russians at 
first denied any knowledge of 
Wallenberg. Later, they claimed 
that he died In prison in 1947, 
However, there have been repeated 
reports from eye wltnessee that 
Wallenberg was alive many years 
after that date. 

RECENTLY, writes a friend, I ask- 
ed the porter at my hotel in Vienna 
to post a letter to Israel for me. To 
my amazement, he said that all 
letters to Israel had to be brought 
personally to the post office. 
Dutifully, I took my letter to the 
post office, where the clerk examin- 
ed Its contents and then said, ftiU of 
4gnity, tiiat everything was “aU 
right." He confirmed that not only 
must all Israel-bound letters be 
brought by the sender to the post of- 
fice, but they had to be open for In- 
spe^on. The same was true for 
parcels. 

Wben I asked why, he said, 
"Well, you know sir, I'm here only

two years. I don't really know. But I 
think it must be because of the 
bombs." 

Ten or 12 years ago the FLO had 
sent letter-bombs from Europe to 
leading Jews following which, 
Austria was the only state in the 
world which required all letters and 
parcels to Israel to be presented to 
the post office personally and open- 
ed. More than a decade has passed, 
but the famous Austrian red tape 
continues. 

“It's Just like the famous story I 
remember from my student days in 
Vienna about the Austrian officer 
who noticed a soldier parading up 
and down along an empty stretch on 
the Boulevard Ring. The officer 
asked the soldier why he was 
marching there, and tte trooper 
could oidy reply that he had been 
ordered to do so. The diligent of- 
ficer eventually discovered In the 
War Ministry archives that back in 
the days of Emperor Franz Josef, a 
soldier had been posted to guanl a 
freshly painted bench on the XUng. 
The paint dried, the bench aged and 
disintegrated, the years pass^, but 
a guard was always posted ^ 
because the original order was 
never rescinded. L.L.O. 

RED FACES for a red-letter day: 
The Chinese Communist Party has 
been celebrating Its anniversary on 
the wrong day for 59 years, a Pek- 
ing newspaper reported recently. 

The Pefcinp Daily, the publication 
of the municipal government, said 
research has shown that the Com- 
munist Party met for the first time 
on July 23, 1921. The newspaper 
said Mao Tse-tung had wrongly 
determined that the founding an- 
niversary of the party should be on 
July 1. 


CHINESE military thinking Is un- 
dergoing a eonvulaiozL. - Moo Tse- 
tung’s “People's War" is dis- 
appearing into the past. In its place 
new ideas are emerging tluU are 
the result both of Mao’s ecl^MO as 
teacher and' leader, and of 
technoloi^cal developments, par- 
ticularly in the nuclear and ele<h 
tronles fields. 

Symbols of China's changed at- 
titude are a newly tested Intercon- 
tinental ballistic missfle, capable of 
hittl^ almost any Soviet dty, and 
the “Hard-bone" infantry company 
guarding a mountain pass 160 km. 
north of Peking against Russian in- 
vasion. 

Both would be hard to fit Into 
Mao's guexrlUa war doctrines. 

‘ Mao was convinced that "war is 
polities with bloodshed." He believ* 
ed ordinary peasants, motivated by 
the prospect of a more Just lifo and 
galvanized by the Communist Par- 
ty, could overcome a conventional- 
ly superior enemy. 

But People's War la no answer to 
the hundreds of thousands of 
superbly equipped Soviet troops 
who stand behind the 9,600km. com- 
mon frontier In the north. 

great question >iawgi«g over 
Peking's leaders who control the 
army, and the generals who run it, 
is ediether Russia's tanks would 
turn tail before Chinese infan- 
trymen? 

Few Peking defence analysts, 
even the survivors of the Long 
March, would rely on that. 

They believe defence should be 
moved up In the Four Moder- 
nizations, from behind agriculture. 
Industry and science. Indeed the 
London-based International 
Imrtitute for Strategic Studies es- 
timates the Chinese are already 
allocating the anwwai equivaleiit of 
$50b. to defence. 

Some famed guerrilla leaders, 
among them Deng saaoplng, are 
now conidnced that only a large 
force of long-range nuclear missiles 
will make Moscow go sufficiently 
weak at the knees to k eep i ts srmy 
— and ultimately its ICBMi — at 
home. 

The new pfaUosoidiy is not univer- 
sal, however. Recmitly, a senior 
army commander, Nie FengsU, adp 
dressed the forces in Nsajlng. 
idlers, the commander Insisted, 
must remember that "to foster a 
revolutionary outlook on life, we 
must assume the correct attitude 
towards hardship, h^plness, life, 
death, honour, progr es s, love and 
marriage." 

As late as 1978. when Deng had 
Just emerged from his second 
humiliation, the now replaced depi^ 
ty chief of the Oensral ntaff saia of 
a possible Russian Invasion: "The 
enemy will have to move in 
eolumxui. The .aggressors will be 
drowned bi the sea of tite people's 
war;" 

Wben It was suggested to him 
that the Soviets might instead 
iflimffh an armada of missiles mid 
Jet bombers ^rinst Us country's 
Industry, China's deputy chief of 
staff replied: “There's a saying; 
you fl|^ in your way. we fight In 
ours." 

BUT on January 16 of this year, 
Deng poured down the drain the 
ittyth qI an invincible guerrilla ar- 
my, in wUeb he had served with 
distinction. 

"In the past," he said, "the army 
was a matter of millet plus rifles, 
and you could go into battle If you 
knew how to fire your gun, use your 
bayonet, and throw a grenade." He 
then went on to hammer home the 
need of the armed services for 
qieciallzed technical knoudedge,

“Friends, but not aUes," were 
the words chosen by U.8. Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown to 
describe America's new 
relationship with CSitaa. But will 
the new adminletration in 
Washington, centra of enmity to 
Peking for raon than two decades, 
be keen to provide the expertise and 
equipment necessary to defend 
China from on attack the Rusaiana 
might shrink from launching 
.against the West? 

Moscow’s eloaest ally in Asia, 
^^^etnam, was the target of an a^ 
tack by Chinese forces on February 
17, 1979. It was a calculated risk: 
Peking's lOlltary Council then, as 
now, was convinced that the Soviets 
would not risk a eonventtonal con- 
frontation with the Chinese 
People's Liberation Juemj. 

Their conviction roots on three 
things: 

• The PLA is the world's largest 
army, with a strength of 3,6(B,000. 
China also has, on poiieif, the 
world's third largvud air force, with 
6.000 combat abmaft. On paper, 
too, the navy looks substantial, with 
1.800 ships, althoui^ most are 
small. 

• Apart from the regular armed 
forces, there are 85 mtiiinn In 
paramilitary units. 

> A small but credible nuclear 
deterrent exists in the form of mis- 
aUes and nuclear armed aircraft. 

Moat of China’s equipment, 
however, la 10 to 80 years out of 
date. . Computers, electronics, and 
missiles ore in short supply. The ar- 
my. seriously short of anti-tank 
weapons, is resorting to purchases 
from France of the vehicle- 
mounted HOT and- Milan missile 
systems. * 


Anti-aircraft defence, too, is be- 
ing updated with the French 
Crotale, and tanks are reertring 
laser range-finders, ballistic com- 
puters, and new armaments. 

The lack of tactical nuclear ml»< 
slles could be partiy relieved by the 
release of road-transportable 
medium-range missiles, at present 
under central control, to main,fOTca 
formations. 

Advanced all-weather aircraft 
must be either purchased or 
produced, to upgrade the large but 
obsolete air force. More atoto-atr 
mlssUes are required. 

The navy, a coastal defence force 
under shore-based air cover, is 
deficient In surface-to-air weapons, 
and in anti-submarine warfare, - 
though it is wtyecM that before 
long a balllstle missile nuclear sub- 
marine will be in operation. 

IN WHAT strength would the Soviet 
Union attack CMna? 

A force ratio of three to one la . 
uzually considered the minimal 
requirement for a successful attack 
of. limited duration and scope. But 
this con be altered by stD^rise, 
technology, and the space available 
for maneuver. 

Soviet forces along the Slno- 
Russian and Mongolian borders 
total 47 mechanized and tank 
divisions, numbering some 540,000 
troops and 50,OPO border gua^. 
Well siqiplled, they are bolstered by 
surface-to-surface tactical nuclear 
missiles such as tbe Scaleboard. 
This 800 km. range weapon could 
support operations Inside China 
without leaving the Soviet Union. 
Soviet strategic missiles, 
moreover, oan reach any ChlBue 
target
